Apart from gaining knowledge of 
conditions at Agricultural Colleges, 
his ml8ion Includes a study of student 
activities and their organization which 
may be applicable to Australian con- 
ditions. When asked for bis impres- 
sions of Macdonald Mr. Murray said:. 
As compared with similar Institutions 
in the United Kingdom, Macdonald }s 
by far the best equipped, mostr-nobly 
endowed, and is doing a type of work 
calculated to turn out a first class 
agriculturist for research, teaching 
purposes, and practical farming. In- 
door .sports held here afford many sug- 
gestions for tho improvement of simi- 
lar activities in Australia. A notable 
feature of Macdonald is the lattltude 
allowed students to control discipline 
of student body, giving uucb excellent 
results." ' " 

Hawkcsbury Agricultural College, 
where Mr. Murray is a lecturer, is 
about the same size as Macdonald, and 
has tho same number, of Students. 

It is a 'residential "college, and as 
such offers a good example for com- 
parison, Macdonald not suffering thero 
by. The government of N.S.W. makes 
a grant of $100,000 annually towards 
its maintenance. 

Mr. Murray paid a visit to soveral 
of the classes in class hours. While 
In tho English period for the third 
year, Mr. Murray heard a discussion 
on the question of government owner- 
ship of railways. At tho conclusion 
ol the discussion Dr. MacFarlano 
asked Mr. Murray for an expression of 
Ills views on the subject relative to 
Australian conditions. His opinion 
was that government ownership of 
railways in Australia has resulted in 
a decided benefit to tho state in so far 
as tho railways aro constructed, to 
meet state requirements, and not no- 
cnssarlly tho production of immediate 
dividends. When it is remembered 
that Australia is approximately the 
size of the U.S. and Its population Is 
five million the railway development 
has been good, the cost of transit is 
low, and generally the system has re- 
sulted in tho opening up of a great 
deal of country which normally would 
not havo been touched for a great 
many years by private concerns. 

Over 09.5 per cont of the railways 
In Australia are controlled by tho 
Commonwealth or provincial govern- 
ments and any government approach-

UnlALM im I IA I Hill /•■-version of railways to private con- 
j trol would assuredly make for politi- 
cal suicide. The source of success 
has been thut thc railways have been 
divorced from political enterprise and 
havo been fully controlled by fully- 
powered commissions. 

While passing the post-office every 
day, Mr. Murray noticed a crowd of 
students— both girls and boys— eagorly 
Immersed In the perusal of a news- 
paper. On closer inspection Mr. Mur- 
ray saw that the paper In question was 
Che "McGill Dally." ^Ho was particu- 
larly struck with the Interest taken 
by everybody In tho paper. Ho gave 
it as his opinion that tho "Dally" Is 
one of the best means procurable for 
the maintenance of a healthy college 
spirit, and thc binding together of the 
several faculties in the university. 
He Is going back wllli thc firm reso- 
lution of establishing a dally paper 
In his own uuiverslty. 

Tho students of Macdonald greatly 
appreclato Mr. Murray's visit an.l 
lively interest in them and their ac- 
tivities. We wish him every success 
In the remainder of his tour, and even- 
tually a safe return home.

Work Of Service By Science 
Girls in Dining Hall Much 
Appreciated. 



Now that the quantity of help avail- 
able for the dining room is equal to the 
need, and 'the days of the Science glris' 
voluntary service Is over. It would not 
be fair to allow tho offorts of tho 
Science girls in thin, direction to go un 
appreciated in theflç columns. 

When tho shortaeo of maids became 
acute, a number of weeks ogo, we cer- 
tainly appreciated the spirit In which 
the g-lrls came forward and carried out 
this work, hut It remained for thc test 
of time to bring out thoi j>ersoverunco 
shown In keeping up this work In ad 
ditlon to all their, other aotlvltles. 

The system in vogue was that tiit 
girls were detailed to .the work with 
their sections, nnd each section covered 
a period of a certain number of clays, 
each girl taking her tinrn -serving.

INDIA STORY MOVES . 
CRO WD AT TH E HALL

less than ten dollars. The burden of 
helping tho people under these trying 
circumstances naturally falls on 'the 
State and on tho Christian Church. 

Tho people of India, temperamentally, 
arc more spiritual than temporal. Their 
chief aim has always been tho perfec- 
tion of their souls, to the great neglect 
of their bodies. Thero are 60,000 
aesthotcs In Inrtla who devote the!,- 
whole time nnd energy to spiritual de- 
velopment nnd contemplation, giving 
absolutory no thought to their pbya'cal 
welfare.. Thero nro great native rer 
ligious traders., one of the hctt-known 
of whom is (Slr> Rablndraiiath Tagorc. 

Tho cMef misfortune of India Is tl.u'. 
she' has too many gods. What she 
needs Is the right kind of God. Fifteen 
thousand people a month arc baptized 
in India. Most of them have to ica,vo 
their old lives. They require to be 
taught how to live. 

But India Is not steeped • in 1 total 
darkness, as so many missionaries 
would have ur believe. She bus her 
great scholars whose knowledge of 
Kngll.ih Literature would put our Uni- 
versity graduates to shame — who n.-o 
absolutely stooped .in Kngllsh culture 
Tho fotw of spirit against body Is 
characteristically Indian. They c:n- 
slder tho spirit vastly more Important 
ithnn tho flesh. 

Self-government will come to India 
when tho people, lea* to substitute u 
common interest for Selfish and private 
motives: beside*, there are over 'hrc? 
hundred and thirty million Illiterates 
In thc country. Thc adults need edfl- 
cat'lon ns woll as the children. 

The chief work Is among thc boys or 
India. In itbe cities there Is only play. 
1ng space for about five per cent, of the 
boys. Thc Y.M.C.A. physical directors 
nro obtaining clcure<l spaces for play- 
grounds, and are putting -up gymna- 
siums where the boys nro taught the 
sacredncs3 and. Importance of the body 
as well ns the needs of the soul. 

It is encouraging to note 'that Un 1911), 
for the first time In history, a Christian 
symbol - y.M.C;.V. - Is not only tol- 
erated, but welcomed in every na'ion 
and country In tho world. The only 
gift the Western world can give India 
'Is Christianity. . . 

After a short address of appreciation 
of Mr. Saunders' work, in Ceylon by hi; 
J. P. dePlnto, the mooting was brought 
to a closo by "God Savo the King" and 
the McOUI yell.
